Winnipeg, Jan. 7—Proposals of 
the Dominion government in connec- 
tion with the marketing of the 1930 
wheat crop and the conditions under 
which direct relief to hard-presses 
farmers will be provided, were out- 
lined to premiers of the three 
Western Provinces today, by Premier 
R. B. Bennett. 

Mr. Bennett was in conference with 
Premier John Bracken, of Manitoba, 
Premier’ J. T. M. Anderson, of 
Seckatchewan, and P:emier J. E. 
Brownlee of Alberta all dey.

1931 Outlook 
Encouraging 


It is a pretty. safe assumption that 
1931 will be a more prosperous sea- 
son than 1930. Depressions do not 
last forever. Neither does the pend- 
ulum stop, and perpetuate conditions 
at their worst. When the downward 
swing has reached the lowest point 
the upward swing commences. The 
times are always growing better or 
worse. 

There are substantial reasons for 
thinking that the downward swing 
has ended and the upward swing be- 
gun. Wheat cannot go much lower 
in price. Securities in industrial and 
commercial enterprises are far be- 
low their dividend-earning value. 
Commodity stocks of many kinds 
have been depleted ‘while factories 
stood idle. Millions of people who 
had overbought haye let go things 
they could not pay for, and have got 
their expenses again into alignment 
with their normal earnings. 

Flimsy and mis-managed concerns 
have gone down in ruin, and left room 


for others, stronger and better or- 
ganized, Money available for re- 
productive investment, has been pil- 
ing up in the bgenks. While armies of 
men have been taking an enforced 
‘‘holiday,’’ the fruits of over-produc- 
tion have beem consumed, and condi- 
tions have been re-shaping them- 
selves for a gradual speeding-up of 
industry and trade. 


There is a growing feeling that 
business will improve from this time 
on. ‘That expectation may be as im- 
portant as the readjustment that has 
come about among other factors in 
the economic situation. To a consid- 
erable extent a ‘‘depression” is a 
state of mind. Convince people that 
the times are to be dull and they will 
make them so. ‘The converse is also 
true. What everybody expects to 
happen in the economic world does 
happen, with a frequency that is 
significant. 

One good resolution for the New 
Year is to keep an eye opem for the 
signs of improvement. If everyone 
would do that, confidence would b2- 
come contageous, hoarding would give 
way to customary spending, capital- 
ists would be encouraged to make 
new invedtments and to employ more 
men, and the play of all the factors 
which are making for restoration 
would be given scope.

If he makes good as a weed inspect- 
or the following year, he will then 
receive a permanent diploma. Once 
he gets this he is recognized from 
the. department of agriculture and 
will be sent out by them where they 
have openings. 

’ There are still weed inspectors who 
are drawing good pay for two or 
three months every summer who have 
aot been taking the course. This is 
only a suggesition to some of our 
municipal councillors to see that the 
weed inspector they hire next year 
has taken this course and is getting 
his diploma. Any weed inspector 
who is not able to get this does not 
know his business and is only, going 
at it in a blind way and the ratepay- 
ers’ money ie only being paid out 
without results. The best of your 
weed inspectors will make mistakes 
but a man with his diploma is train- 
ed for his job and knows if he is -do- 
ing right or wrong. Department of 
Agriculture is trying to get the very 
best men available and are doing 
all in their power to check the weeds 
in this province, Remember, when 
your weed inspector comes to visit 
you thia summer he comes as your 
friend, trying to help you in your 
trouble.

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* POLICE CAPTURE 
ALBERTA BANDITS 


Edmonton; Jan 8—Provincial po- 
lice officers, aided by a posse of cit- 
izens, today captured two bank ban- 
dits believed to have held up the 
branch of the Bank of Montreal in| 
the little Alberta town of Myrnam 
on Friday. Part of the loot, am- 
ounting to $4000 was recovered. 

Wearing masks and drawing re- 
velvers, the bandits entered the Bank 
of Montreal of Myrnam shortly be- 
fore closing time at 3 p.m. Friday. 
There were no customers in the 
building at the time. 

‘Snapping out a curt ‘‘stick ‘em | 
up!’’ the gunmen compelled ‘the three | { 
members of the bank staff to stand 
with raised -hands while they looted 
the ‘teller 's cage and safe. Frank FE. 
Bedford, the teller being forced to 
open the safe with a gun jammed 
against his back. 

While one of the men _ collected 
the cash, His companions stood at the 
coumter and covered Kenneth S. 
Grant, manager, and Miss Myrtle 
Russell, stenographer. The bandits 
than backed to the door of the bank, 
removed their masks, pocket their 
guns along with the teller’s weapon 
and walked quitely out, immediately 
plunging into the bush west of the 
town. 

The moment the gunmen left the 
bank, Grant rushed into his office and 
got his revolver, while Bedford pick- 
ed up a .22 rifle. Both men rush- 
ed out and started after the bandits, 


only to find that they had cut across Suits 
country through the bush. 


The search was continued by the ; eee inci : ‘ * 
citizens and Alberta provincial police 
constables from the nearby towns 
until. the bandits tracks were lost in 
a bare stubble fiekd at dark. About 
a mile from Myrnam one of the gun- 
men threw away hie overcoat. It 
was found to contain $2,500 of the 
stolen money and a forty-pound sack 
of one-cent pieces, which had in all 
probability handicapped the fleeing 
man so much that he threw off the 
coat.
